Resolutions on the Life of Joshua C. Robinson. 


The citizens of Falmouth in annual Town Meeting assembled, 
having in grateful remembrance those who in past years have 
served the town in public office, desire to recognize by a minute 
on the records of the town, the long, faithful and eminently able 
services of Joshua Crowell Robinson who departed this life 
December 14, 1908, at his home in East Falmouth. 

Joshua Crowell Robinson was born May 11, 1834, the son 
of John and Lucy Crowell Robinson, and was a descendant in 
direct line from the Rey. John Robinson of Leyden. His services 
to the town were many and continuous through a long term of 
years. Elected an overseer of the poor, in 1865, he served un- 
brokenly until 1905, a period of 40 years. He was elected se- 
lectman and assessor in 1881 and continued in office until 1895. 
Other offices include that of school committee from 1881 to 1895, 
road commissioner, highway surveyor, committee on accounts, 
besides serving on numerous important committees which en- 
gaged his services in the interest of the town during the greater 
part of his active hfe. Besides these services to the town, Mr. 
Robinson represented the 1st Barnstable district in the General 
Court in 1874-5, and acted as county commissioner for an 
aggregate of 18 years. 

Mr. Robinson was prompt and thorough in the discharge of 
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business, conscientious in his regard for the interests of the 
town, careful and painstaking in forming opinions and loyal to 
them when once formed. Throughout his long public career he 
retained, to a rare degree, the respect :and affection of his 
associates in office and the confidence of the community in gen- 
eral. 

In grateful recognition of his long services and of his rare: 
qualities of heart and mind, the. town spreads this minute upon 
its records.

The Water Commissioners submit the following as their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1909. 

The board was organized as follows:— 

John H. Crocker, Chairman. 
George H. Turner, Secretary. 
Seba A. Holton, Treasurer. 

During the year minor extensions have been made at West 
Falmouth and Falmouth Heights. <A full account of expenditures 
for and receipts from these extensions may be found on the follow- 
ing pages. 

The additions to the pumping station, ordered at the last 
annual meeting, have been completed in such a manner as to add 
greatly to the utility of the building without detracting at all from 
its appearance. The cost of these additions was well within the 
appropriations. 

The stand pipe at Quissett has been Meant scraped and 
painted. 

While the protracted drought of last summer taxed our 
pumping facilities severely, we were able at all times to furnish an 
adequate supply of water. 

The treasurer’s report again shows an increase of income but 
part of this, derived from dredging companies, is temporary. 

We are confident that we shall be able to pay the $5000 bond 
due next May, and to make the extensions recommended, from 
funds now in our hands. 

All bills assessed last July or in any previous year have been 
collected, except one which has been abated in part on account of 
poverty. 
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The amounts reported on another page as uncollected are for 
water furnished on open accounts during the last quarter of the 
year and will for the most part be paid before this report reaches 
the reader. © 

The town treasurer has had the free use of $5000 belonging 
to our department during the past year.

REPORT ON PROPOSED EXTENSION TO NORTH 


FALMOUTH. 


In accordance with instructions given us at the last annual 
meeting, we have made an investigation of the probable cost of 
extending the water system to North Falmouth under present 
conditions, the cost of purchasing the plants now in use at 
Megansett and the income to be derived from such extension. 
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In September we called a meeting, of those interested, at 
Megansett. Some thirty or more men were present. We found 
the prevailing sentiment in favor of the extension much stronger 
than it was two years ago, doubtless owing to the danger: from 
forest fires during the past summer. Mr. Sprague and Mr. ae 
_ owners of the present systems, were present. 

_ Mr. Sprague offers his plant for $12,000.00 or he would rate 
the price to three disinterested men, with the understanding that 
it should not be above the figures mentioned. 

Mr. Paine claims that his plant is worth three-fourths as 
much as Mr. Sprague’s, or $9,000.00. 

This would make $21,000.00 for the two plants. 

Whatever they may be worth to the present owners they 
would be of no practical value to the town. 

The cost of the extension is estimated as follows:—

through the thickly settled parts of Megansett, _ $40,995 85

As the additional pump would be a benefit to the present sys- 
tem, we would not place the entire cost on the North Falmouth 
extension, but we think $603;000 would be a fair estimate of the 
cost of the proposed extension, exclusive of the Sprague and 
Paine properties. 

The income in sight, about $2,400, would be 4% on this 
amount. 

If the present systems at Megansett were out of the way, we 
could recommend the extension as we are confident that there 
would be a slow but steady increase of income; but we do not’ see 
our way clear to recommend the purchase of those plants at the 
‘price named, as this would bring the entire cost to $81,000 and 
reduce the probable income to less than 3%.

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Selectmen’s Report. 


In submitting our report to the inhabitants for the year 1909, 
we would call attention to the following:— 


That the town is in a very favorable position in having some- 
thing over fifteen thousand dollars in its treasury; owing in a 
great measure to the Massachusetts corporations. Having had in 
mind the legislation taking effect this year, whereby a part of the 
tax on business corporations should go to the towns where the 
business was located, we assessed on a basis of several thousand 
dollars less than 1908, but owing to increase in values and invest- 
ments we received about four thousand dollars in excess of the 
amount last year which accounts for a large part of the cash on 
hand. 

We want to thank our summer residents and visitors, and all 
others, who so kindly furnished their automobiles and lunches to 
the fire-fighters during the forest fire that raged so disastrously 
last summer in North and West Falmouth, and also to Mr. W. B. 
P. Weeks for his generous contribution of one hundred dollars, 
which will be seen in the treasurer’s report. 

Two petitions have been received during the year from resi- 
dents of the village to lay out a road from Clinton avenue, 
near Deacon’s pond harbor, to East Main street near the alms- 
house. Both petitions were given a hearing, but developments 
were such that neither warranted the lay-out. 

A petition was also received from the residents of Woods 
Hole to lay out a road from Millfield street along the shore of Eel 
pond over land of the heirs of Joseph S. Fay, heirs of Patrick 
Gannon and land of Willis C. Gifford to the junction of East and 
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North streets. After hearing the parties and viewing the 
premises we adjudged that public convenience and necessity did 
not warrant the laying out of said way and gave the petitioners 
leave to withdraw. 

Thinking that the people who have bought land on Deacons 
Pond harbor needed a better approach to their land and that the 
people who live on Scranton avenue were entitled to a better road, 
we have laid out Scranton avenue on our own petition and recom- 
mend it to the town for its acceptance. 

We have also changed the location of the road leading from 
the County road to Wharf road, so called, in Waquoit, at the 
request of Arthur B. Hamblen of New York, through whose land 
the road passes, he having paid all expenses on the same. We re- 
commend its acceptance by the town. 

On account of the fire at the Casino at Falmouth Heights, we 
were obliged to build a wall to protect the road at a cost of some- 
thing over #300. 

The landings voted for at the April meeting to be built at 
the entrance to Deacon’s pond harbor, have been built as far as 
we thought could be done legally. A bill presented last year to 
the General Court to allow the town to appropriate money for the 
same, was referred to the next General Court. 

May lst we gave the Buzzards Bay Electric Company a 
franchise to furnish the inhabitants of the town with electricity 
for light, heat and power. ‘The company has put up twenty-three 
lights between the station and the house of the late Patrick Cum- 
mings for an advertisement to use “free of charge” until the 
annual meeting, when the town will be asked to vote on lighting 
the streets by the company. 

The suits that were brought against the town, a report of 
which was in the town report of last year, by Mrs. Sullivan.and 
Miss Whalen for injuries alleged to have been received at Fal- 
mouth Heights in the summer of 1907, are still unsettled, but 
there is a possibility of them being tried in the near future. 

Walter V. Sharp who was injured in North Falmouth in the 
summer of 1907, by stepping aff the sidewalk, has been settled 
with out of court for a nominal sum. While we think there was 
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no liability on the part of the town, standing suit would have in- 
volved the town in considerable expense. 

E. J. Shirley of New York, a guest at the Vineyard Sound 
house last summer, whose son was bitten by a dog, asks the town 
to reimburse him in the amount of $1,000. The matter has been 
placed in the hands of his counsel where in now stands. 

John Teixeraa whose child of one and one-half years was 
drowned in Childs river in November through some unknown 
cause, has put his case in the hands of counsel who demands the 
sum of $1800 damages from the town, alleging that the child 
fell off the bridge on account of a broken rail. 

We were ordered by the commissioners of records to remove 
all wood from the safe and substitute steel in its place, and also 
to furnish safes for the Tax Collector, Board of Health and Sealer 
of Weights and Measures which order we have complied with. 
We would now recommend a large safe for the Town Clerk’s 
office, also one for the Selectmen’s office as more room is needed 
for the town records.

RELATIVE TO FUNDS DEPOSITED FOR CARE OF BURIAL GROUNDS. 


Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sumsg of 
money not exceeding $500, as may be deposited with its treasurer 
under the provisions of chapter 82, section 17 of the public svat- 
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utes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the perpetual care of 
burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a board of investment 
consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen and will allow 
interest for the same from the first day of January or July suc- 
ceeding such deposits. 

Sec. 2. The-treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing of 
all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the date of the 
deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which they are 
to be applied. 

Sec. 8. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal of, designated by the depositors to be expended, shall be 
paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which they 
are designed under the provisions of statutes referred to in section 
1. If in any year the income of such sums of money shall not 
amount to four percent of the principal, the town shall make up 
the deficiency to that percent, and the town shall, be responsible 
for keeping the principal intact.

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REPORT OF HARBOR MASTER: 


Woods Hole, Mass., January 1, 1910. 
THE HONORABLE, THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


GENTLEMEN:—I beg to submit as my annual report as harbor 
master for the year 1909, the following: 


I have visited each of the several harbors in town upon many 
occasions during the year, and have taken steps to see that the 
regulations of the town have been observed by those making use 
of the harbors. 

I have endeavored to arrange moorings so that the channels 
in all of our harbors would be clear and open, and have also tried 
to have those boatmen anchoring for a short time only, to seek 
anchorage grounds outside the limits of the several channels. 

The channel at Waquoit harbor, | have caused to be staked 
out during the year by means of temporary stakes. 

I have received a great many communications during the year 
relative to various matters connected with the several harbors, to 
all of which I have given my attention. 

I have also investigated many complaints in writing which 
have been made to me, and have endeavored to remove any cause 
of complaint, when the complaint was a just one, or to correct any 
misunderstanding where a complaint was based on mistaken infor- 
mation. 

I have also conferred with the harbor and land commissioners 
of the commonwealth with reference to the matter of the boundary 
line between the towns of Falmouth and Mashpee in the waters 
of Waquoit bay. This action was taken in response to a request 
of the boatmen at Waquoit. 

The opening of the new harbor at Deacon’s pond during the 
year resulted-in numerous requests for the assignment of mooring 
grounds, and I have located and established twenty-four moorings 
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for the many owners of craft, who use this harbor. 

It has been my endeavor to establish the moorings in this 
harbor in a systematic manner, and so that the anchorage ground 
might be utilized to the best advantage, and so that the channel 
might not be encroached upon by craft lying at anchor. For this 
purpose I have procured a chart of this harbor and its channel and 
have located all moorings in accordance with said chart. 

I am pleased to state that in most instances, I have had the 
hearty co-operation of the owners and captains,of the various craft 
using our waters, and I desire especially to express my apprecia- 
tion of the co-operation of the several boatmen who use the new 
harbor at Deacon’s pond. 

I have no recommendations to make, except that the present 
regulations be continued in force, and that parties requesting in- 
formation, locations for moorings, or lodging complaints, should 
place their matter before me in writing.

I have the honor to submit the second annual report of the 
Forest Warden. 

Twenty-four forest fires have been reported during the last 
year. Some of these have been very serious and, on account of 
the dry summer, have been hard to control. 

Probably more damage has been done to our forests, the last 
year, than for many years. . 

It seems to me time that the town should furnish better means 
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for fighting forest fires, and I would, therefore, recommend that 
three or four wagons be equipped with chemical extinguishers, 
shovels, brooms and any other implements useful in fighting forest 
fires.

The law requires ALL vessels used in the delivery of milk to 
consumers, whether belonging to dealer or customer to bear the 
sealer’s stamp, and imposes a penalty of #20 for its violation. 

The Commissioner of Weights and Measures will require the 
Sealer to enforce this law in all cases in the future. 

The very large number of milk jars tested the past year, 
amounting to more than 1400, for which there is no fee charged, 
makes a large increase in the work of the sealer without a cor- 
responding showing of returns. 

The people are becoming more and more convinced of the 
necessity of correct weights and measures and demand extra 
vigilance on the part of the sealer to insure them fair dealing. 

Your Sealer would earnestly recommend a new scales of much 
larger capacity than the old one at the stone crusher, as the old 
one cannot stand the heavy loads put upon it and is likely to be 
condemned by him very soon.

The department is practically the same as last year.

There are eight well organized companies and one hook and 
ladder company.

Report of the Sinking Fund Commissioners. 


Your board of Sinking Fund Commissioners appointed at 
the last annual town meeting held February 16, 1909, organized 
April 19, 1909, by the choice of Mr. Silas Hatch as tchairman and 
clerk, and Messrs. Emmons and Fenno as finance and investment 
committee. . 

It was found upon consultation with the town treasurer that 
the only sinking fund of the town in process of accumulation was 
that created at the rate of $1,000 per annum for the retirement of 
the 10,000 4% bonds issued by the town to meet the appropriation 
of February, 1906, for the construction of the Deacon’s Pond _har- 
bor; and that this fund amounting at that date, namely April 19, 
1909, to $3,000 was loaned to the town and in use for legitimate 
expenses. 

On October 15, 1909, this sum, together with interest and 
also the additional $1,000 appropriated February 16, 1909, 
amounting in all to $4,095, was passed over to your Commission- 
ers who, after ascertaining that it was impossible, except by the 
payment of a considerable premium, to obtain any of the issue of 
the Deacon’s Pond Harbor bonds, proceeded to temporarily invest

I would like to say a few words about the gypsy moth. You 
will see by the report that there has not been as much money ex- 
pended for labor as last year. I account for this by the good work 
done by the scouting of the year before and general looking 
after the moths. We find that the old colonies have not 
spread out from their old ground, only three egg clusters having 
been found. We have done some scouting on new ground, which 
resulted in finding a new colony in the eastern part of the town, 
near the Mashpee line, on the old Barnstable road. The same 
being in heavy wood, cannot say how bad will find them in spring. 

In regard to the brown tail moth, I would ask the property 
owners to assist in clearing their private property of same before 
the trees begin to leaf. The proper time to do same is between 
now and March 1. I have had a number of bad sections cleaned 
out. There are a large number left in some places as yet, which I 
hope to be able to lessen in time and I think I can, if the property 
owners will lend a hand and see that their property is looked 
after. 

Owing to various hinderances there has not been as much 
work done on trees as I should like to have done. This makes 
quite a lot to do the year to come, therefore I would recommend 
the same appropriations as last year: 
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For gypsy and brown-tail moths, $600 00 
Trees, 400 00 
Tent caterpillars, 200 00 

Total, $1,200 00

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Auditors’ Report for 1909. 


The auditors chosen at the last annual meeting respectfully 
submit the following report and recommendations. 

The auditors having been duly sworn, met on March 13, 1909, 
and organized by the election of Henry H. Fay, chairman, and W. 
E. Davis, clerk. 

Your auditors have examined the books and accounts of the 
various town officers and find them correct and generally well kept. 
Your auditors have checked over the securities held by the sink- 
ing fund commissioners, trustees of the public library and cemetery 
funds, and have seen the cancelled town bonds redeemed during 
the year. 

There is still opportunity for improvement in the way of 
itemized bills which are required by the standing rule of the town. 
This standing rule has been in force for a sufficient length of time 
to familiarize the inhabitants of the town with this custom and the 
various boards and officers should now insist absolutely on item- 
ized accounts and make no exception. This is the only possible 
way to secure the vouchers as required by the town’s vote. 

Your auditors wish to say that a great improvement has been 
made in all the accounts which heretofore have not been up to 
standard, and many of the accounts of the town are models of 
care and accuracy. 

Owing to defalcations in other towns, the Governor has 
recommended registering town notes, and it is hoped the legisla- 
ture will pass a law to carry this recommendation into effect. 

Until this legislation is enacted, your auditors suggest a vote 
be passed at the annual town meeting, requiring all notes to be 
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registered, and a temporary arrangement might be made with the 
Falmouth National bank for this purpose. 

Your auditors recommend that the cemetery funds be turned 
over to the care of the sinking fund, commissioners and thus re- 
lieve the town officers of the care of this fund. 

Your auditors believe provision should be made for the better 
care of the town records than is at present available, ‘and would 
suggest the erection of a small, brick building, for this purpose 
only, absolutely fireproof and separate from any building, in which 
the town records and papers would be perfectly safe. The vault 
in the town hall at present available is overcrowded and it is 
doubtful whether it would preserve the papers in case of a fire. 

The state inspector makes certain requirements for storing 
the town’s papers, but your auditors believe that the best and 
proper way to secure their safety is by having a separate building, 
which shall be absolutely fireproof. 

In closing their report, the auditors wish to thank the officers 
of the town for their courtesy and cheerful compliance with all 
suggestions made to them.

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Supplementary Highway Report. 


The following report should have appeared with that of the 
highway surveyor, but was received too late from the engineer. 


(By Mr. Hersey.) 


Boston, Mass., January 18, 1910. 
Mr. Thomas Bb. Landers, 
Falmouth, Mass. 
Dear Sir: 

I send you herewith the report on bridges at Falmouth, with 
plans and estimates. On careful consideration it seemed best to 
do the work thoroughly or not at all, and the recommendations 
are made accordingly. On estimating the cost of the work, it 
was found that to strengthen the Great Pond Bridge—in the 
‘manner described in the report and as indicated on plans—would 
be nearly as expensive as to put in a new bent of piling between 
the present bents, and you will note that for this reason it is 
advised that the method of putting in new piling be adopted for 
this bridge also. | 

As to the proper thing to be done, there is no question but 
that the bridges should be. repaired and strengthened at once, 
and the manner suggested will accomplish this result in the best 
way. 

In considering the cost of proposed work, it is unwise to 
under-estimate; and upon the same principle that it is far better 
to return an unexpended balance to your town treasury than to 
have to go before the citizens and say that something has been 
forgotten or some contingency, has arisen that you did not antici- 
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pate, which obliges you to ask for more money, it is our custom 
to allow liberally for these matters and the estimates sent you 
are made up on this basis. 

It is also our custom to allow 10 per cent. for engineering 
and supervision, but it is assumed that it will not be considered 
necessary to have an engineer on the work, and that the pile- 
driving can be inspected and a record of same kept by some of 
your own men; but it would be advisable to have a few visits 
made to determine exactly what timber should be replaced, to 
see some of the pile-driving in the worst locations and to see 
that the work is properly done in the end. 

I realize that these estimates will probably seem large to 
- your townspeople, and may perhaps exceed the original cost of 
the bridges; but while it is unwise to under-estimate, it is also 
best to be sure that the work can be done for the prices given, 
and, as is our custom in such matters, this has been verified by 
submitting the plans and data to a reliable bridge builder, ‘whose 
independent judgment agrees with that here given. It is, how- 
ever, quite probable that if the work is put out to contract under 
competitive bids, lower figures will be obtained; and if you could 
arrange to attend to the work with some of your local help, even 
better results might be secured.

Dear Sir: 

In accordance with your request, I have made an examina- 
tion of the bridges over Greens one and Great Pond, Falmouth, 
and report as follows: 
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GREENS POND BRIDGE. 


Present Conditions. 


This bridge was built about 1899, is 875 feet long and 
eighteen feet wide. The bridge top is of spruce plank three 
inches in thickness, placed upon 3’7x12” spruce stringers, the 
latter placed a little less than two feet apart, on centres. It is 
supported on oak pile bents, eighteen feet apart on centres, three 
piles to each bent, capped with 10x10” spruce caps, mortised 
on to piles. <A railing is placed on each side of the bridge, com- 
posed of 4x4” spruce posts, four feet high above the floor of 
bridge, surmounted by a 4x4” spruce rail cornered into posts; 
and with a 2’’x6” spruce plank on the face of the posts midway 
between the floor of bridge and the top rail. <A floor guard 
timber, 4’’x4”” spruce, is placed about one foot from the edge of 
bridge to keep the wheels of vehicles from striking the railing. 

The plank floor of this bridge began to show wear and decay 
several years ago, and has been kept in place by nailing one-inch 
spruce boards lengthwise over the full length of the bridge, and 
about twelve feet in width over the section where the greatest 
travel comes. This board covering is now beginning to wear, and 
shows many places where new boards have had to be put in 
during the past year in order to keep the bridge in use during 
the season of greatest travel. The railing is badly shattered, and 
fails to give the protection for which railings are used. 

The stringers, where exposed to the heat of the sun, are in a 
few places cracked, weather-beaten and beginning to decay. 
Where protected by the bridge covering, they appear generally to 
be in good condition, though it is probable that some more evi- 
dence of decay may be found when the floor is removed. 

The caps also are in good condition generally, with the 
exception of a few which have become split on the ends where 
exposed to the sun, or where the whole bent has been lifted by 
the ice and driven down again in making necessary repairs. 

The piles are of oak, are small and but three to each bent. 
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A few were badly driven, or met some obstruction which threw 
them out of their proper position. This is a frequent occurrence 
in all pile driving, but in a bent where there are only three piles 


“it becomes of more importance to distribute the weight uniformly. 
There seems to be no evidence that worms have eaten the piles, or 


that the effect of the weather has been more than usual for the 
length of time the bridge has been built. The wood, while 
weather-beaten on the outside, appears to be sound on the inside, 
and venerally free from rot or other important defects. 

It is understood that when these piles were driven some were 
too short, and in such cases were spliced to secure the length 
desired; also, that the method of driving was not of a character 
to force the piles any appreciable amount into hard bottom, 
which, if true, would in part account for the ice lifting the 
bridge in several places in the past. 

The bracing is of spruce plank 2’7x10’”. In several cases 
this has become broken and disconnected, but is generally in 
good condition. | 


Conclusions and Recommendations. 


The whole floor, railing and guard is of spruce, has served 
its time, and should be renewed as soon as possible. 

The stringers are light for the length of span between bents, 
but are generally in good condition except in a few instances. 
When the old floor is removed, it is probable that a few more 
stringers may show evidence of rot at the points where the floor 
planks were spiked into same. In all such cases the defective 
stringers should be removed, and 4’’x12” spruce timbers substi- 
tuted. At present the stringers are bridged by light sticks 
diagonally placed, in the the same manner as used for house 
floors. -It is advised that 2’x12” plank bridging, placed square 
across between timbers at intervals of not more than six feet and 
thoroughly spiked to timbers, be substituted. 

The piles, as stated, are but three to each bent, which are 
placed eighteen feet apart on centres. As the bridge is a long 
one, these two conditions—added to the probability that the piles 
were not very firmly driven orignally, and that the pond usually 


a 


freezes over so that the ice has in the past given a strain to the 
piling and lifted it in several places—makes the whole structure 
less firm than is desirable. On the other hand, as stated, the 
piles though small seem to be generally sound and capable of 
some further service. It is therefore advised, that, midway be- 
tween the bents a new bent of oak piles be driven, the piles to be 
not less than twelve inches in diameter at the large end and six 
inches in diameter at the small end—four piles to each new bent; to 
be capped with 4x10” spruce girder caps, securely fastened to 
the piles by 34” screw bolts, two bolts to each bearing. This will 
thoroughly stiffen the whole bridge, reduce the span, and utilize 
all that is good of the old bridge. 

At a few points where repairs have been made, a new bent 
has already been placed between ‘the old bents; at such points 
no new piles need be driven. Such of the old caps as are found 
to be spht or defective should be removed and new timber substi- 
tuted. All stringers should be fastened to the new caps by 5” 
spike bolts at each bearing. Each new bent of piling, and such 
old bents as the bracing has become broken or misplaced, should 
be braced by 2”x10” spruce plank bracing, securely spiked to 
piles, three spikes at each bearing. The railing on each side of 
bridge should be three feet six inches in height from floor to top 
of rail, with the top rail placed squarely on top of post instead 
of cornered into same as at present. 

_ At each end of the bridge a bulkhead of concrete should be 
built, so that all parts of the bridge proper shall rest upon a 
solid structure, that cannot decay because. of contact with the 
earth. 


GREAT POND BRIDGE. 


Present Conditions. 


This bridge was built at about the same time (1899) and is 
of the same general form of construction as the Greens Pond 
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Bridge. It is 271 feet long, eighteen feet wide, and has a draw— 
which is seldom used—near the north end of the bridge. Located 
near the outlet to the pond, the current is rapid and ice does not 
form of such thickness as to affect the bridge. 

The oak piles were apparently well driven, or a good bottom 
secured, as the grade of bridge shows little evidences of lifting 
‘of piles or of settlement. The three piles which form each bent 
are generally properly spaced, and drawn in at the top so as to 
partially brace themselves, as should always be done. The piles 
examined, although showing on the outside evidences of exposure, 
appeared sound on the inside and generally free from split or rot; 
no indication of eating by worms was noticed. 

The bracing, of 2x10” spruce plank, is broken and spht in 
several places, and in others detached from the piling. 

With a few exceptions, the spruce caps appear to be in good 
condition, the action of the weather on the unprotected ends not 
having as yet materially affected the strength of the timber. 

The stringers (also of spruce, 3x12”, braced with diagonal 
stick bracing), where covered by the floor of bridge, appear to be 
sound and free from dangerous splits or rot. A few may show 
evidence of decay when the floor is removed. 

The three-inch spruce plank floor shows the wear of time, 
and has been kept in repair by boarding over the section most 
used. The upright timbers for raising the draw have been re- 
newed within a few years. The railing is of spruce, 4x4” post, 
4”’x4” rail cornered into post, and 2”x6” plank on side, and is 
beginning to show the wear of time. 

In general, this bridge while of the same design and form of 
construction at the Greens Pond Bridge, seems to be more firm, 
and less affected by its vears of service. 


Conclusions and Recommendations. 


The whole floor, railing and guard rail have been in use the 
usual length of time for safe service, and should be renewed as 
soon as possible. 

The stringers are light for the length of span between piling; 
have been in use several years but are in fairly good condition 
today, and should be capable of further service. Because this 
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time of further use is uncertain, and because the length of span 
is longer than desirable, it is advised that this portion of the 
structure be strengthened by putting 4”’x14” spruce stringers 
alternately between the present 3x12” stringers (as shown on 
plans) through the entire length of bridge, thus covering a space 
twelve feet wide in the middle of the bridge where the greatest 
travel comes; these 4”x14” stringers to be notched down two 
inches on to the caps, and securely fastened to the same by 5%” 
spike bolts eighteen inches long. 2’x12” plank bridging should 
be placed square across between stringers at intervals of not more 
than six feet, and thoroughly spiked in place. Such timbers as 
are in present use as stringers, which on removal of the floor are 
found to be in the least affected by rot or split, should be removed 
and replaced by 4”x14” spruce stringers, notched down on to caps 
as above specified. 

The piles, though small and three to each bent instead of four, 
as stated, are generally sound and should be capable of further 
service; and as the whole bridge, because it is shorter, better 
constructed and under better conditions of exposure, seems rea- 
sonably firm, it is felt that, desirable as it is to strengthen this 
sub-structure and shorten the span for the stringers, the bridge 
has given the service required of it in its present form, and there- 
fore the present needs may not now justify additional bents 
between the present ones. 

As, however, the bridge has been in constant use for at least 
one-half the usual life of such piling, it is advised that all parts of 
the bridge—especially the piles and stringers—be examined 
frequently, that any appreciable change may be at once detected 
and proper remedy appled. 

The bracing that had become broken or detached should be 
removed, and replaced by 2’x10” spruce plank bracing thor- 
oughly spiked to the piles, three spikes at each bearing. At least 
one cap needs to be replaced, and such as may on removal of 
floor or stringers show any evidence of decay should be removed 
and replaced by a sound cap. 

The railing on each side of bridge should be three feet six 
inches in height from floor of bridge to top of rail, with the top 
rail placed squarely on top of post instead of cornered into same 
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as at present. The present method of fastening posts to caps 
and stringers and dogged into floor is satisfactory. 

So far as could be determined, the arrangement at the draw 
seems satisfactory, but when the floor is renewed a more careful 
examination of timbers and iron work can and should be made. 

At each end of the bridge a bulkhead of concrete should be 
built, that the part of the bridge that joins the roadway may rest 
on a solid foundation. 

In giving an estimate for repairs of this kind, there are many 
elements of uncertainty that are not found in an entirely new 
structure, and it is desirable to allow liberally for contingencies 
that may arise or some weakness that may be discovered when the 
floor is removed and a better opportunity given to examine in 
detail every portion of the structure. The location of the bridges 
is some distance from the railroad, and materials must be hauled 
from the station or landed from lighters or small schooners on 
the beach and teamed to the bridges. It is assumed that oak 
piles cannot be obtained in the immediate vicinity, and that in 
order to get them of proper size and drive them a sufficient 
distance into hard bottom so that there shall be no lifting by ice, 
longer piles will be required than would be indicated by soundings 
to hard bottom. 

Therefore, in the following estimates it is believed that a 
proper amount has been allowed for these uncertain conditions, 
and ten per cent. has been added for contingencies; and while 
this amount seems to be ample at present, it should be borne in 
mind that the general trend is toward higher prices for materials 
and labor, with shorter hours. 


The estimated cost of repairs as advised is as follows:

From the foregoing estimates it is evident that the method 
hereinbefore advised for strengthening the Great Pond Bridge 


will cost very nearly as much as it would to put in a new bent 
of piles between the present bents, as proposed for Greens Pond 
Bridge; and, in view of this fact, an estimate is here given for 


treating Great Pond Bridge in the same manner:

Thus it is seen that.on this basis—which, as stated, is con- 
sidered ample—the cost of repairs by putting in new stringers 
between the old ones will cost within $600 as much as it would 
cost to put in a new bent of piles between the present bents. 
The latter method will furnish a substantial foundation for the 
bridge, shorten the span and reduce the strain on the stringers, 
and it is believed to be better economy in the end that the latter 
plan should be adopted.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE LI. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town 
meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the warrant 
therefor in every post office in the town, at least seven 
days before the time appointed for such meeting. Such 
further notice of any town meeting may be given as 
the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, 
the town clerk shall cause notice of the time and place 
of holding such adjourned meeting to be posted at the 
post office in town, which notice shall state the business 
to come before such adjourned meeting. Full notice of 
every special town meeting, including a copy of the © 
articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before 
the date of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, 
Sec. 328.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting 
shall be held on the first or second Tuesday after the 
first Wednesday in February. 

Sect. 3. Voted-that—Long or complicated mo- 
tions, and any other motions which he shall so request, 


shall be presented to the moderator in writing. (See 
Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 332 and 333.) 


Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the ex- 
penditure of any sum of money shall be reconsidered 
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at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless public 
notice of the intention_to move such reconsideration be 
given within thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. 
The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of such 
vote and also the time when the notice of reconsidera- 
tion is given. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect 
all rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing the Falmouth town meetings or relating to the 
town business, and they shall be published in the town 
report annually. The report shall contain the reports 
of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those rec- 
ommended for the coming year, and copies shall be dis- 
tributed before the annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause 
to be published in the local newspapers, if there be 
such, at least two weeks before any special town meet- 
ing, the last publication to be during the week previous 
to such meeting, all committee recommendations and 
estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon 
which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and 
every other board or commission of a town shall desig- 
nate some person as clerk who shall enter in books all 
its proceedings and shall have custody of its records. 
On vote of the selectmen. the town clerk may act as 
clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to investigate all orders on the treasurer 
passing through their hands and to satisfy themselves 
of their propriety and correctness before endorsing the 
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order for their payment by the town treasurer. Al‘ 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom pay- 
able and the purpose for which such order is drawn on 
the town treasurer. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by 
the selectmen unless there is sufficient appropriation to 
pay the same, except for sums by law payable to the 
Commonwealth or county, for final Judgment against 
the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of the town and 
interest thereon, and for money payable to the commis- 
sioners of the sinking fund. 


Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to purchase for the several boards or com- 
mittees, except the water commissioners, all coal. The 
various boards and committees shall, on or before July 
1 in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) 
send in writing to the board of selectmen the estimated 
amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The select- 
men shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, ad- 
vertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, 
and shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible 
bidder. The contractor for coal shall give bonds in an 
amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for 
the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a 
general oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted 
by special boards or not; and have the right to make 
any suggestions for the better conduct of a depart- 
ment, board or committee, and if such recommenda- 
tions are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present 
to the town at its annual meeting names of suitable 
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persons willing to serve to fill the offices of surveyors 
of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the 
selectmen shall contain:—- 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during 
the past year and recommendations of the selectmen 
for future requirements. 


A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrants and the action 
of the meeting thereon. 


A report of all claims which are outstanding and 
of all suits to which the town is a party, together with 
a full explanation of the circumstances and the stand- 
ing of each case at the time of the report. 


A report of all streets laid out or constructed dur- 
ing the vear, the length and width, cost of construction 
and amount of land damages in each instance. 


A list of betterments during the year. 


Reports of al! special committees made at any 
meetings held during the year, together with any other 
action taken at said meetings, including committee ap- 
pointments and resolutions passed. 


~The names of all corporations holding franchises 
eranted by the town, and a statement as to whether 
the conditions of the franchises have been faithfully 
complied with by each corporation during the muni- 
cipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 


A full statement of all taxes abated during the 
year, with the names of the tax payer and the amount 
of the abatement. 
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The names of all delinquent water rate payers with 
the amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 


A list of all provisional acts of the legislature ac- 
cepted by the town. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
29.) 


ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commis- 
sioners shall give surety company bonds of $5,000 each 
for the faithful performance of their duties, and the 
treasurer of the board, $10,000. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, ' 
on or before the 7th day of January in each year, shall 
make a detailed report to the selectmen, together with 
their recommendations: said report to contain a list of 
all unpaid water rates of January Ist, in each year; the 
list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates 
are due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, See. 
12 and 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and di- 
rect the water commissioners to make minor extensions 
of water mains when, in their judgment, such action 
would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such 
extensions to be paid from the funds in their hands, 
provided that not more than fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one 
vear, and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be ob- 
tained from the petitioners to pay a revenue of six per 
cent. annually for a period of five years. 


Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make 
extensions to the water mains or pipes, under proper con- 
tracts for a term not less than 5 years which shall return 
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6% per annum on the cost of the extension, and not less 
than 3% on the cost price of such extension for depre- 
ciation. 


ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see 
that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 5th and 2oth day of each 
month (unless otherwise fixed by statute), pay to the 
town treasurer all sums exceeding $10 collected by them 
previous to that date to the custody of which the treas- 
urer is entitled. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, 
in the presence of the selectmen and board issuing the 
same, all bonds, notes, script and other evidence of in- 
debtedness of the town which have been paid, and shall 
file and keep all approved and receipted accounts. 
claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance 
of these duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See 
Rey. Laws, Chap. 25, See. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—<Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required 
to audit all bills and accounts of the town, meeting in 
April, July and October, and thereafter monthly up to 
the close of the financial year, finishing by January 7th, 
in order that the selectmen may not be hindered in the 
preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 
Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or 
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approved by any board, committee or officer have ex- 
hausted the entire appropriation for such board, com- 
mittee or officer, such board, committee or officer shall 
incur no further expenditure except in the case where 
such expenditure may be required by statute, and it 
shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, 
before the close of the financial year to approve all ac- 
counts, claims, bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their 
appropriations. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—After the closing of the books 
for the year on December 31, no orders for the payment 
of money from the various departments shall be ap- 
proved by the selectmen, except for salaries, nor shall 
any orders (except for salaries) be paid by the town 
treasurer until after the various appropriations have 
been made at the next annual town meeting. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—No member of the board of 
selectmen or any officer appointed by the legal voters 
of the town, authorized to make any contracts or agree- 
ments in behalf of the town for labor, materials, goods, 
wares or merchandise furnished by the town, or for a 
loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commis- 
sion, discount, bonus, present or reward from the per- 
sons making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for 
furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or 
committee of the town in his individual capacity shall 
contract or have any interest in a contract with the 
town; except in the case of publicly advertised com- 
petitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 


Sect. 4. Voted that—At any town meeting when 
special committees are appointed or elected a vote shall 
be passed naming the compensation of the committee 
and also a sum of money for expenses of such commit- 
tee, otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on 
the treasurer for either services or expenses. 
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Sect. 5. All boards, officers or persons except the 
water commissioners shall on the 30th day of December 
in each year settle their accounts and pay to the town 
treasurer all moneys due on their accounts, unless the 
_ 30th falls on Sunday, in which case the settlement and 
payment shall be made on the 2oth.

Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th 
of each month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to 
which he may be entitled and on the 30th of December 
in each year the collector shall pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys in his hands belonging to the town unless the 
30th falls on Sunday in which case the payments shall 
be made on the 2oth. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands 
of the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the 
bank on orders countersigned by at least two of the 
selectmen.

Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by 
the town for a longer period than one year shall be in 
serial form. 


GHNERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the 
town for poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt de- 
ducted by the treasurer before payment from any sum 
due him by the town for work on the roads or for 
any other service performed. 
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Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds 
required of any town official, members of boards or 
committees shall be paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the 
performance of which competitive bids are received, 
the award of the contract shall be ta the lowest respon- 
sible bidder; preference always being given to citizens, 
when other conditions of the situation are equal.

To THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH: 


In presenting this annual report we wish to note briefly the 
changes in our executive and high school forces, and to speak 
again of the increased cost of maintaining our schools. 


SUPERINTENDENT—HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL. 


Mr. Ralph L. Wiggin who had served as superintendent of 
schools for the past two years, resigned in September to accept a 
similar position in the Braintree schools. Mr. Iva A. Jenkins, 
‘principal of Lawrence high school, was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Wiggin, and Mr. George Wendall 
Howland of Plainville, Mass., was elected principal of Lawrence 
high school. 

We believe that our schools will progress under the present 
efficient corps of teachers. 

There are at the present time one hundred and fifteen pupils, 
enrolled in Lawrence,high school; the school is much crowded, 
and it may be necessary, in the near future, to increase the 
capacity of the building and employ an additional teacher. 

During the past year, a necessary addition was built to the 
North Falmouth building, to provide for better heating and ven- 
tilating conditions; also, at Woods Hole, quite a large expenditure 
was necessary to change the plumbing and boys’ closets and to 
improve the conditions there. 

We believe now that all our school buildings, with the excep- 
tion of possible changes that may have to be made in our high 
school, are in good condition and well equipped, so that the cost 
of repairs during the next few years should be somewhat less. 

Our schools are increasing in membership, and with this in- 
crease comes the necessary increase in the cost of maintenance, so 
that larger appropriations will have to be asked for from year to 
year if we wish to keep our schoolsup to the highest standard of 
efficiency. 

Following will be found a detailed report ef our schools as 
prepared by the superintendent.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


GENTLEMEN:—The report for the year, ending December 31, 
1909, which is respectfully submitted, is the twenty-seventh in the 
series of annual reports, and the first which your present Superin- 
tendent has presented. 

As I did not enter upon my present duties until October, this 
report covers chiefly a period previous to that time. During the 
past three months, I have tried to become acquainted with condi- 
tions in the various schools and to advance the work already 
established. 


TExT Books. 


I found a great need of a new text book in English in the 
grades, and, with your permission, have introduced the two book 
series of Emerson and Bender. 

A new history of the United States should be adopted as 
soon as possible, as the present text book is old, much worn, and 
consists of many editions. 


TEACHERS. 


There have been fewer changes in the corps of teachers than 
in former years. One cause of this improvement is the care in the 
selection of teachers, exercised by my predecessor; another cause 
is the increase of salaries. The salaries of the grade teachers have 
been increased two to six dollars per month.

Miss Winifred Kent resigned the position of supervisor of 
drawing during the summer vacation. Miss Anna Gale, a gradu- 
ate of the Normal Arts School of Boston, was secured for the 
position. Miss Gale was elected, in October, to a much better 
position in New Bedford and resigned. Miss Kent applied for 
her former position, and was unanimously elected. 

Of the present corps of teachers, one is a graduate of Harvard 
University; one of Smith College; one of Bates College; five of 
Bridgewater Normal; one of Framingham Normal; one of Castine, 
Maine, Normal; one of Salem Normal; five have attended normal 
school, but are not graduates; and one is a college student. 


ScHOOL AGE. 


“At what age shall I first send my child to sehool?” ‘That 
question ought to concern every father and mother. The chief 
business of the child is to “grow and wax strong.” Why not 
give him the first six years of his life to do that very thing? 
Seven years or even eight would be better. 

The raising of the school age to five years and six months, 
as stated in Rule 26 of the “Rules and Regulations,” adopted by 
the School Committee in December, is surely a wise change. 
Parents should become familiar with that rule, that there may be 
no misunderstanding next September: 


A Five YEAR HiGH ScHOOL COURSE. 


I would recommend a five year course in the High School for 
the following reasons: 

1. The step from the eighth grade work to the work of the 
high school is too great. The average pupil finds much difficulty 
in accommodating himself to the changed conditions. 

2. Four years’ work in the high school is not sufficient to: 
prepare pupils for normal school, technical school, or college, 
especially where there are but eight grades below the high school, 
and where pupils are admitted to the schools at the age of five 
years and six months. Many towns and. cities, that have only 
eight grades below the high school, have a five year high school 
course. 

3. The pupils are not mature enough to get the most out of 
the present high school curriculum. I would advise a complete 
revision of the course, making the first year more elementary. 
Some practical grammar school subjects should be introduced. 

Such a change would require another teacher in the High 
School; but that is necessary, as conditions are now, to insure 
good work with the present large number of students. 

Excellent work has been done in the past, and our graduates. 
have entered the higher institutions and acquitted themselves. 
with honor. But with the increased requirements for admission 
to these schools, more time and more teachers are necessary to 
maintain the present high standing of our High School.

ABSENCES AND TARDINESSES. 


I desire to call the attention of the parents :.to the large num- 
ber of absences and tardinesses, as shown in the table of statistics. 


appended to this report. The nine thousand two hundred 
twenty-nine days of absence would make a school of fifty-four 
pupils for the entire school year. Good work is impossible under 
such conditions. So many tardy pupils, also, interfere materially 
with the thoroughness of the school work and with the discipline. 

Will not the parents co-operate with the teachers for the 
purpose of remedying this very vital defect in our schools? Per- 
mit me to call the attention of the parents to the law, quoted in 
the Superintendent’s report of 1907, relative to compulsory edu- 
cation. Please note the words in italics. The five days need not 
be consecutive. 

“Hvery person having under his control a child as described 
in this section shall cause him to attend school as herein required; 
and if he fail for five day sessions or ten half-day sessions within 
any period of siz months while under such control to cause such 
child, whose physical or mental condition is not such as to render 
his attendance at school harmful or. impracticable, so to attend 
school, he shall, upon complaint by a truant officer and conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine of not more than twenty dollars; 
provided, however, that no physical or mental condition which is 
capable of correction, or which renders the child a fit subject for 
special instruction at public charge in institutions other than the 
public day schools, shall avail as a defence under the provisions of 
this section unless it has been made to appear that the defendant 
has employed all reasonable measures for the correction of the 
condition, or the suitable instruction of the child. Whoever in- 
duces or attempts to induce a child to absent himself unlawfully 
from school, or employs or harbors a child who,. while school is in 
session, 1s absent unlawfully from school shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than fifty dollars. Tepe May 11, 1906.” |

THE DRINKING CUP. 


The common drinking cup, which has had its place in the 
public school room for many generations, is a deadly menace to 
the health of the children. | 

Modern science has demonstrated that fact without a possible 
doubt. All diseases result from microscopic animal organisms, 
called bacteria, which.enter the body in various ways, but chiefly 
through the mouth. 

Many communities have already abolished its use. Auburn, 
N. Y., has forbidden its use in all the schools of the city. St. 
Paul, Minnesota, Rutherford, N. Y., and Portland, Maine, are 
banishing it also. On September 1, the Kansas Board of Health 
issued an order prohibiting the use of the common drinking cup ~ 
in the public schools, private schools, railway trains, and state 
educational institutions. Melrose, Massachusetts, has also ban- 
ished it from the public schools. I ask the co-operation of parents 
in doing away with it in the schools of Falmouth. 

The pupils have been asked to provide their own cups. I am 
much pleased with the hearty response with which the proposition 
has already been met. In some schools nearly all the pupils have 
purchased cups. 

Good folding cups can be obtained for twenty-five cents, or 
even less. It may be feasible in the near future to install drink- 
ing fountains. They are inexpensive, costing only about ten 
dollars. ‘The water bubbles up in such a way that one may drink 
without bringing the mouth in contact with any part of the 
apparatus. 

That the parents may more fully realize the vital importance 
of this matter, I wish to quote parts of an article by Alvin Davyi- 
son, M.S8.. Ph. D., Professor of Biology in Lafayette College, 
published in the Technical World Magazine, 1908, and reprinted 
for the Massachusetts State Board of Health. 

“The greatest achievement of science in the opening decade 
of the twentieth century is the awakening of the people to the fact 
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that most human diseases are preventable and a large proportion 
of early deaths avoidable. At least 700,000 of the million and a 
half deaths occurring annually in the United States result from 
the minute parasitic plants and animals gaining access to the body. 
These invisible foes wage a continual warfare against both strong 
and weak, rich and poor. Civic duty as well as self preservation 
demands that these life-destroyers should as far as possible be shut 
out of the human system. 

“In benighted Spain, twenty-seven out of every thousand 
inhabitants perish annually, while in enlightened Norway death 
claims yearly only fourteen of each thousand residents. In New 
Orleans, the death-rate among the colored people is forty-one per 
thousand while among the white race it is only twenty-one per 
thousand. Ignorance and negligence in regard to the laws of 
sanitation invite sickness and death. 

“The evidence condemning the use of the common drinking 
vessel upon any occasion whether at school, church or home is 
derived from three sources: 1, the frequent presence of disease- 
producing bacteria in the mouth; 2, the detection of pathogenic 
germs on the public cups; and 8, the discovery that where a num- 
ber of persons drank from a cup previously used by the sick, some 
of them became ill. 

“Recent investigations show that the germs of diphtheria and 
erippe frequently remain from one to three months in the mouths 
of the patients after they have recovered from the disease. The 
very extensive and careful observations of the Minnesota State 
Board of Health demonstrated that in over half of the diphtheria 
cases, virulent germs remained in the nose and throat of the pa- 
tients three weeks after recovery. Most careful examinations by 
expert bacteriologists show that many of the common sore throats 
are really light cases of diphtheria. Of the 2,038 mild sore throats 
examined in the school children of Hartford, Connecticut, 591 
were shown to be due to the true diphtheria germ. The bacilli 
now universally employed in the making of diphtheria anti-toxin 
were first isolated from a mild sore throat. Bacteria which in one 
person cause only slight illness may when transferred to another 
individual produce serious disease and death. This widely differ- 
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‘ent effect of the same germ may be due to the variation in the 
germ killing power of the body tissues, or it may result from new 
association with other germs. 

“It is an established fact that a cousiderable number of well 
persons harbor in their mouths the germs of grippe, pneumonia, 
diphtheria and tonsilitis. Examination of 4,250 persons by the 
Massachusetts Association of the Boards of Health showed that 
over one hundred of them carried in their mouths virulent diph- 
theria germs. Pennington in 1907 found virulent diphtheria 
bacilli in nearly five percent of a large number of apparently 
healthy school children in Philadelphia. In Minnesota, true diph- 
theria germs were found in the mouths of seventy persons in 
every thousand examined. The average results of a latge number 
of investigations demonstrate that nearly one percent of well 
persons carry in their mouths true diphtheria germs. In Boston, 
sixty percent of all cases of common catarrh examined showed the 
presence of grippe bacilli. Considerable evidence is at hand 
showing that the germs of sore throat, pneumonia and bronchitis 
are present in many people who mingle with the well and drink 
from the public cups. , : 

“During the past six months I have investigated by means of 
direct microscopic examination, by cultures, and by guinea pig 
injections, the deposits present on various public drinking vessels. 
Cup No. 1 which had been in use nine days in a school was a clear 
thin glass. It was broken into a number of pieces and properly 
stained for examination with a microscope magnifying 1,000 diam- 
eters. The human cells scraped from the lips of drinkers were so 
numerous on the upper third of the glass that the head of a pin 
could not be placed anywhere without touching several of these 
bits of skin. The saliva by running down on the inside of the 
glass had carried cells and ‘bacteria to the bottom. Here, however, 
they were less than one- third as abundant as at the brim. 

“By counting the cells present on fifty ‘different areas on the 
glass as seen under the microscope, it was estimated that the cup 
contained Ov er 20 000 human cells of bits of dead skin. As” many 

as 150 germs. were seen clinging t to a sin, le cell, and very. few cells 
showed less than ten germs. Between the cells weré thousands of 
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germs left there by the smears of saliva deposited by the drinkers. 
Not less than a hundred thqusand bacteria were present on every 
square inch of the glass. Most of these were of the harmless kind 
abundant in the mouth, but some were apparently the germs of 
decay feeding upon the bits of the human body adhering to the 
cup. 

“In order to determine how much material each drinker is 
likely to leave on the cup, I requested ten boys to apply the upper 
lip to pieces of clean flat glass in the same way as they touched the 
cup in drinking. These glass slips thus soiled were properly 
stained for microscopic examination which showed an average of 
about one hundred cells and 75,000 bacteria to each slip. 

“Cup No.4 which had been apparently in use for several 
months without being washed, was secured from a high school. 
It was lined inside with a thin brownish deposit. This was 
washed off with ten cubic centimetres of sterile water and a 
sterile swab, and the washings were then placed in a conical tube 
which was put into a centrifuge and rotated rapidly until all the 
solid matter settled to the bottom. By spreading this sediment 
over a half-square inch of each of twenty-two slides and staining 
it, the characteristic features were easily made out under the 
microscope. Particles of mud, thousands of pieces of skin from 
the mouth and millions of bacteria constituted the mass. To 
determine whether any of these germs belonged to the disease- 
producing group, ten slides were treated with the stain and 
acid serving to show the characteristics of Bacillus tuberculosis. 
On one of these slides was clearly shown a clump of scores of 
germs corresponding in all details to those of tuberculosis. As 
occasionally other germs are met with having the same staining 
qualities and microscopic appearance as those of tuberculosis, I 
procured another cup from the same school to apply the final test 
for detecting those relentless enemies which prey upon human 
flesh and add daily to the city of the dead in our own land victims 
to the number of 400. 

“A third source of evidence condemning the public cup is 
found in the report of Doctor Forbes of Rochester, who refers to 
an epidemic of diphtheria in his city which occurred among 24 
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persons and was traced unmistakbly to a common drinking cup 
which all the sick had used. Tonsilitis and sore throat are known 
to affect a larger number of pupils in schools where a common 
drinking cup is used than in those schools where the individual 
cup is required, or the sanitary drinking fountain has been in- 
stalled. | 

“The mortality statistics of the census bureau show that 
diphtheria, meningitis, bronchitis, tuberculosis, pneumonia, and 
grippe, all of which are likely to be acquired by the use of the 
common cup, are responsible for nearly 400,000 deaths annually in 
the United States. This fact indicates that the germs of these 
diseases produce in a single year more than a million cases of 
serious illness. ‘The financial loss to the country and the mental 
anguish as well as bodily suffering due to these preventable dis- 
eases call loudly for the banishment of the unsanitary and filthy 
common communion cup as well as the public drinking vessel 
befouled with human excretions shielding the darts of death. 

“More than ten thousand churches have now adopted the 
individual communion cups and many schools either provide a 
sanitary drinking fountain or require the pupils to use individual 
cups. In many places in Germany, pasteboard cups are furnished 
which after being once used are destroyed. Wherever hygienic 
measures have been adopted in a community, sickness and death 
have decreased. By living more in accordance with the rules of 
hygiene New York City reduced her death rate from 25 per 
thousand to 18 per thousand during the period from 1890 to 1905. 
Within the same years, Chicago has reduced her death rate from 
19 to 14 per thousand.” 


RULES AND REGULATIONS.—Particular attention is called to 
the “Rules and Regulations” adopted by the School Committee, 
at the meeting in December. A careful observance of these rules 
by all concerned will result in more efficient work. 


CoNncLusION.—I invite your attention to the several reports 
which follow. They are ample in their scope and need no word 
of comment or explanation. 

My brief connection with the schools, as Superintendent, 
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makes it inappropriate for me to discuss, either their merits, or 
defects. That they have many excellent features, I know, from 
an intimate acquaintance with the methods of my predecessor. 

I ask that the people recognize the ability of the excellent 
corps of teachers. I feel sure that they are all working for the 
best interests of their pupils. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the loyal support and 
encouragement I have received from public, teachers, and commit- — 
tee.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. IRA A. JENKINS, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


DEAR Srr:—Because I have been Principal of the Law- 
rence High School for a few weeks only, my first report must 
be made concerning what I found rather than what I have done. 
To this I also shall add some things which I trust may be helpful. 

First, I may say that I found a body of one hundred and 
fifteen pupils who were very largely filled with a fine spirit toward 
their school, and its work. This surely points to the effective 
work of those who have had the direction of the school, and of the 
helpful attitude of the parents of the pupils, and of the pupils 
toward the institution. 

I also found a corps of teachers, both regular and special, that 
are capable and conscientious; who have made it very pleasant for 
me; and with whom I feel that excellent work can be done, because 
no energy will be lost in useless friction. The value of such a 
corps is not to be reckoned in dollars. 

“How inviting!” were the words of a person from another town 
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on entering the school-building with me recently. -My own feel- 
ings on first entering the commodious, well-kept, well-equipped 
building were the same. 

In immediate connection with this is the work which I found 
had been accomplished by the ‘Improvement Society” of the 
school. This society may feel proud of what it has done to adorn 
the school, and will find that it will have my hearty support. 

Another encouraging discovery was that the school had an 
excellent janitor. If any public building should be_clean, it cer- 
tainly should be the school-house. At any time we shall be glad 
to have any one inspect the building with this thought in mind, 
and I know that he will find that the building excels in cleanli- 
ness, due in no small degree to the thoughtful care given it by its 
keeper. 

In athletics I found an active interest among the boys, and, 
none among the girls. The football team, I saw, was an active, 
clean-playing lot of boys. Personally, I should perfer to see our 
boys direct their energies to some game, such as basket ball, 
where the danger to limb and even life, is not so great. In lawn 
tennis there is a growing interest and it should be encouraged, for 
it is a clean game, calling for good judgment, accuracy of hand 
and of eye, and certainly is not dangerous. 

In regard to the course of study I found that the school was 
doing the work usually done by the high schools of the state: 
that is, that school was fitting for the business world, the normal 
schools, and the colleges. f 

In this connection a comparison of the “course system” of 
studies, used in our high schools in former years, with the ‘“elec- 
tive system” of the present may be instruction to many who have 
pupils in the school, because I think I see that there are quite a 
number of pupils in our school who are wasting their time through 
an abuse of the latter system. In the past the “course system”’ 
was as follows: Ordinarily there were three courses—the Latin, 
or College Preparatory; the Latin Scientific; and the English, or 
General. The first explains itself; the second prepared for scien- 
tific schools, or for the forms of business in which science was 
largely used; and the English course was for the large majority of 


the pupils who were going out into the more ordinary walks of 
life. When the freshman stood at the entrance to the high school 
there were these three very definite paths which lay before him. 
Whichever one he chose was his for the next four years. Now, 
inevitably, a boy sometimes chose the wrong path, the one not best 
suited to his needs. When this discovery was made, the pupil 
either left school, or else pushed on in unsuitable work for two 
more years, in order to get a diploma. To say that he got a good 
education is not true. In other words, one of the principal unfav- 
orable criticisms of the system was that it was “inelastic.” 

When this came to be clearly seen by educators, a change was 
in order by which we today have our exceedingly elastic elective 
system. In this, English is almost the only subject that is pre- 
scribed. Now, what often happens? A boy starts in with Latin, 
but finds it pretty hard. After a couple of years, he consults a 
classmate, who is a good Latin pupil, who tells him that French is 
easy. So the boy drops Latin, and takes an elective course in 
French. But the expected does not happen; French is not easy— 
that is, not for him. Where was the mistake? It is right here: 
French comes easily to a boy who has done good work in Latin 
for a year or two, because Latin is the parent language of the 
French. Next, the boy hears someone say that typewriting is 
easy, so off he goes for an elective course in that. He finds that 
it is pretty easy to learn the key-board, but that to write accurately 
and speedily is decidedly not easy. So this course is dropped, and 
an elective course in physics is taken as being just suited to his 
needs. Well, I think I have gone far enough to show what I 
mean. ‘The inventors of the elective system had good intentions, 
for they wanted to make a “system of studies” so that a boy would 
not be pushed along a rut two inches wide, while he was a “three- 
inch-wide” boy. They accomplished their object, and—and the 
“and” is the trouble—they gave the boy a chance to wobble all 
over the road. ; 

At present we can see, I think, that the pendulum has gone 
to both extremes of the arc, from the rigid, inelastic course to the 
extremely elastic. Now, may it not be that the time is ripe for us 
to stop the violent swinging of the pendulum, and let it swing in 
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a smaller arc midway between the old extremes? That is, cannot 
we keep the “elective system” with its opportunities at different 
times to place a boy where he belongs, but yet have some of the 
“course system,” in that, when he is once in his proper place that 
there he stays, be the courses there easy or hard for him? I be- 
lieve we may. 

If the above proposition is correct, it means that there must 
be a head to this “compromise system”; that while the WoRK may 
be in a good measure elective, it MUST be elected along such re- 
lated lines as experienced educators have found best. In other 
words, that, after the parents and children have decided what 
they wish the school to do, and this should be at the beginning of 
the course, the parents should let the principal know their choice, 
and that then he should select the work in the school which he 
believes will best produce the desired result, and that the child ' 
should then be held strictly to that work, unless EXTRAORDINARY 
events render a CHANGE BEST. | 

The greatest improvement that can be made at once in the 
school is the addition of another teacher. ‘The reasons for the 
statement are as follows: First, today we have about thirty-seven 
pupils who are taking typewriting, who can get less than thirty- 
five minutes a week of personal instruction, and who do practical- 
ly all their writing in a room in which no instructor is present. 
The work done under these conditions cannot be of the best, in 
fact, it will be hard to make it even good. Secondly, a number of 
our classes consist of forty pupils, some thirty. Does the reader 
believe that his boy or girl is going to get much help in English 
or Algebra, when the recitation is forty minutes in length? I also 
should like to get acquainted with the work of each pupil in the 
school that I could give him intelligent advice on his course, and 
help him in a great variety of ways. Then, again, I should like 
to have time to meet all the parents and children in their homes. 
By such personal work I know. from experience that the standard 
of a school may be raised much faster than by mere instruction in 
the school building. I hope that I may be given the opportunity 
to do at least some of this work through an addition to our teach- 
ing corps. 
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In regard to the regularity of attendance of our pupils, tardi- 
ness and dismissal, I would ask the thoughtful attention of the 
parents. That one day’s absence means the loss of two,days’ work 
can be easily shown. On Tuesday, say for example, the lessons 
are assigned for Wednesday. If the pupil is absent Tuesday, he 
loses that day, and as he does not know the assignment for Wed- 
nesday, he cannot do the work for that day, as most of the study- 
ing must be done at home. I also would speak a few words in 
regard to visiting the school. A few days ago a mother of one of 
the pupils excused herself for never having seen the inside of our 
. building by saying that she didn’t understand Latin, Physics or 
Grecian History, so she could not judge of the school work. I 
hope some day that the idea that our public schools are simply 
conducted to pack facts into children’s heads may die a long-de- 
ferred death. Can a mother not come in to see us fifteen minutes 
on the way down town to do some shopping, and judge of things 
like these? Are the pupils working, or wasting time? Is there an 
- air of orderliness and neatness? Are the school surroundings 
gloomy or cheerful? Are the pupils comfortably seated in well- 

lighted, well-heated, properly ventilated rooms? Could the visitor 
take her sewing into the school, and do it without having her 
nerves “ow end” in half an hour? And many questions of a like 
nature. Of these things, which are a large part of the public 
school training, I believe anyone may judge. So I hope that I 
may have the pleasure of welcoming many of our people at the 
school. , 
In closing I wish to thank you, and the Committee, for your 
very courteous treatment and helpful suggestions, and in return I 
shall try to render faithful service.

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REPORT OF MEDICAL INSPECTOR OF SCHOOLS. 


Falmouth, Mass., Dec. 31, 1909. 
Mr. JRA A. JENKINS, Superintendent of Schools:— 


DEAR SIR—I am glad to report that the medical inspection 
of schools, for the last year, has not discovered much in the way 
of contagious diseases. 

The schools have been carefully watchéd and suspicious cases. 
reported at once. 

No schools have been closed and very few pupils sent home 
on account of communicable diseases. 

The schools have been visited pretty regularly and at all | 
times upon request of the Superintendent or teachers. 

As reported before, it has been necessary to visit the 
homes. The visit to the homes has the most direct results. 
Often all the members of a family are suffering from the same 
disease for which the child was excluded. 

There is marked improvement in cleanliness and neatness of 
the children. 

A distinction should be made between medical inspection for 
detection of contagious diseases and physical examination to dis- 
cover physical conditions. One is for the protection of the com- 
munity, and the other for the health of the pupil. 

Examinations for diseased teeth and physical defects are now 
in progress, reports of which will follow later. 

All agree that the health and vigor of the town, in years to 
come, depend on the mental and physical condition of the rising 
generation. If medical inspection is to do efficient work, there 
should be means provided to aid many pupils. 

In order that the best results may be obtained, I recommend 
that a modest sum be appropriated and placed in the hands of the 
School Committee to be used where the pupil requires a specialist 
and parents are unable to meet the expense. 

Examinations thus far show much necessary work to be 
done.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


1. A regular meeting of the School Committee shall be held, 
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im the Superintendent’s office, on the first Wednesday of each 
month, at 2 p. m. 

2. In case of emergency, any member of the School Commit- 
tee shall perform the administrative duties of the Superintendent, 
reporting his action to the Superintendent as soon as possible. 
He shall not decide such cases when it is possible to communicate 
with the Superintendent. 

3. The annual election of the Superintendent and teachers 
for the ensuing year shall occur at the regular meeting of the 
Committee in May. 

4, The Committee shall annually make a detailed report to 
the town of all money expended. 


; SUPERINTENDENT. 


5. The Superintendent shall have the general supervision of 
the schools; and all teachers, transportation officers, truant officers, 
janitors, and pupils shall be under his direction. 


6. With the advice and consent of the Committee, the Super- 
intendent shall purchase and distribute all supplies and text- 
books, and shall have charge of all such supplies and text-books. 


7. He shall visit the schools frequently, note the character of 
the instruction, the kind of discipline, point out to teachers defects 
in method, and see that the grade work is uniform, as nearly as 
may be, throughout the town. 

8, All teachers shall be elected by the School Committee from 
nominations made by the Superintendent. 

9, He shall fill all vacancies caused by the unavoidable ab- 
sence of teachers and shall report the same at the next meeting of 
the School Committee. 

10. He shall investigate all cases of suspension, and his de- 
cisions shall be final, unless otherwise ordered by the School Com- 
mittee. | 

11. He shall be present at all regular meetings of the School 
Committee, and, at their request, make a report of his work for 
the past month. 
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12. He shall make out, monthly, the pay-roll of the teachers. 


13. He shall write an annual report of the condition of the 
schools, and make such recommendations and suggestions as he 
deems best. Said report shall be given to the Committee not later 
than December 15, for the preceding year. 


TEACHERS. 


14. All teachers shall be in their respective rooms at least fif- 
teen minutes before the beginning of each session. 


15. Teachers shall maintain proper discipline in their rooms 
and about the premises during recess and intermission. They 
shall have authority over pupils on their way to and from school. 


16. They may punish or suspend pupils for willful miscon- 
duct, and shall immediately notify in writing the parents or guard- 
ians, and the Superintendent of such action. 


17. They shall procure text books and supplies by a written 
order on the Superintendent, and shall keep a record of text-books 
furnished each pupil, and in case of injury or loss, shall require 
the pupils to pay for the same. 


18. At the end of the school year, in June, each teacher shall 
furnish the Superintendent a list of all books, apparatus, and sup- 
ples on hand. 


19. Teachers shall furnish the Superintendent a program of 
daily exercises within three weeks after the beginning of the 
school year, and shall make such reports to him as he may desire. 


20. Any teacher who is unavoidably absent must report the 
fact, at once, to the Superintendent. 


21. Teachers shall attend all teachers’ meetings unless excused 
by the Superintendent. 


22. All teachers shall be entitled to a notice of thirty days be- 
fore being dismissed from service, except in cases of gross miscon- 
duct when the committee may take such action as seems best. 
Teachers wishing to resign shall give a notice of thirty days. 
"Through failure of such notice, a month’s salary may be forfeited. 
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23. Teachers shall not allow their schools to give any public 
entertainment or program of any kind whatsoever in the name of 
the schools, until permission is received from the School Commit- 
tee through the Superintendent. Athletic games are included. [Sec- 
tions 1 and 2. Acts of 1906, Chap. 251, Revised Laws of Mass. ] 


24. At the close of each term, teachers shall send their regis- 
ters, properly filled out, to the Superintendent, or forfeit wages as 
per law. 

25. Through application to the Superintendent, each teacher 
shall be allowed two days each year for visiting schools. But no 
visit shall be made during the first or last week of any term, dur- 
ing a week within which any holiday occurs, nor on the days when 
special teachers are expected. All the teachers in a building shall 
take the same days for visiting. 


PUPILS. 


26. All children, residents of the town, who have reached the 
age of five years and six months on or before September the first, 
and who are not otherwise disqualified, shall be entitled to attend 
school the ensuing year; but children under seven years of age 
shall not be admitted except at the beginning of the fall term or 
within four weeks thereafter, unless qualified to enter classes in 
existence in the school at the time of entry. 

27. Pupils whose parents or guardians are not residents of 
the town shall pay tuition, the amount to be determined by the 
School Committee. 


28. A child who has not been vaccinated shall not be admitted 
to any school except upon presentation of a certificate, signed by 
a regular practising physician, stating that he is nota fit subject 
for vaccination.—[Acts of 1907, Chap. 215, Revised Laws Mass. | 

29. A child who is a member of a household in which a_per- 
son is ill with smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, or any 
other infectious disease, or of a household exposed to such con- 
tagions from another household as aforesaid, shall not attend any 
public school during such illness, until the teacher of the school 
has been furnished with a certificate from the board of health, or 
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from the attending physician of such person, stating that danger 
of conveying such disease by such child has passed.—[Section 1, 
Chapter 371, Revised Laws of Mass., Acts of 1906. ] 


30. For all cases of absence or tardiness, the teacher shall 
require excuses from the parents or guardians. Pupils who have 
been absent, except for sickness, more than five days in a period 
of six months are truants and shall be so considered. 


31. For purposes of discipline or to make up neglected work, 
pupils may be detained thirty minutes, excepting those trans- 
ported by barges. The latter may be detained fifteen minutes, 
and the teachers shall notify the drivers of the barges of such 
detention. 


32. Pupils shall have the right to enter their respective 
rooms fifteen minutes before the beginning of the session, pro- 
vided they be quiet and orderly. 


83. Excepting in the High School, pupils shall have two 
recesses of not over fifteen minutes, one during the forenoon ses- 
sion and one during the afternoon session. No pupil shall be de- 
prived of at least one recess of five minutes’ length, during . each 
session. But, for purposes of discipline, teachers may deprive 
scholars of the regular recess. 

34. At the end of the school year, all pupils who have done 
satisfactory work during the year as shown by the report cards 
and give evidence by special examinations given by the Superin- 
tendent vf ability to do the work of the next grade, shall be pro- 
moted. The Superintendent may promote a pupil at any time, 
if in his opinion such promotion shall be for the good of the 
child. No pupil shall be transferred from one school to another 
without the approval of the Superintendent. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


35. The School Physician shall perform his duties as speci- 
fied by law and render an annual report to the Superintendent, 
not later than December 15, for the preceding year.

JANITORS. 


36. The:janitors shall sweep and dust the school rooms and 
all adjacent rooms as often as necessary to keep them clean and 
neat, and shall keep sufficient fires to insure a temperature of 68° 
during each session. 


37. They shall keep the lawns mowed and in a neat and tidy 
condition. They shall see that the proper paths are free of snow 
in time for the use of teachers and pupils. They shall keep the 
sanitaries in good condition at all times. 


38. They shall be under the immediate control of the respec- 
tive teachers and shall render them such assistance as is deemed 
reasonable. Each janitor shall make such minor repairs as in the 
judgment of the School Committee come within his duties. 

89. The janitors shall be responsible for their respective 
buildings from the close of school each day until fifteen minutes 
before the opening of the following morning session; also, Satur- 
days and Sundays and holidays during the part of the year the 
schools are in session. 

40. Janitors shall not use tobacco in or about the school 
buildings, and, when on duty, shall refrain from the use of intoxi- 
cating liquors and be free from their effects. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


41. Persons, under contract to provide transportation for 
scholars, shall provide conveyances comfortable and amply commo- 
dious. They shall have regular hours for making their routes, and 
shall wait fifteen minutes after the afternoon session closes, pro- 
vided any pupils are detained by the teachers. 

42. Adult drivers shall be employed, who shall not act un- 
gentlemanly nor use any improper language in the presence of the 
scholars. 

43. The driver shall insist on good order and courteous treat- 
ment of scholar to scholar. Any cases of misbehavior on the part 
of the scholars shall be reported by the driver, at once, to the 
Superintendent. 
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44, Pupils may be deprived by the School Committee of the 
privilege of transportation, if such deprivation shall be in the 
interest of good morals and good behavior. 


GENERAL. 


45. The school year in the High School shall consist of ten 
months; in all other schools it shall consist of nine months. 

46. The morning session in all the schools shall be from 9 a. 
m.to12m. The afternoon session in the High School shall be 
from 1.15 p.m. to 3 p. m.; in the other schools, from 1.15 to 3.45 
p. m.; except from November 1 to March 1, when the afternoon 
session shall close at 3.30 p.m. Pupils of grades below the third 
may be excused one half hour before the end of each session. The 
Friday afternoon session, except in the High School, may be 
closed one halt hour earlier, as an incentive for good work during 
the week. 

47. No agent of any entertainment of any kind shall be al- 
lowed to address the pupils or distribute hand bills among them. 
No person shall be allowed to photograph the pupils of any school 
during school hours, or exhibit any book or apparatus, unless he 
first obtains a written permission from the Superintendent.

SECTION eae child who has not been vaccinated shall not

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practising physician that he is not a fit subject for vaccination. A 
child who is a member of a household in which a person is ill with 
smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles or any other infectious 
or contagious disease, or of a household exposed to such contagion 
from another household as aforesaid, shall not attend any public 
school during such illness until the. teacher of the school has been 
furnished with a certificate from the board of health of the city or 
town, or from the attending physician of such person, stating that 
danger of conveying such disease by such child has passed. 
[Acts of 1907, Chap. 215. ] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE EMPLOYMENT AND 
SCHOOL ATTENDANCE OF MINORS. 


SECTION 28.—No child under the age of fourteen years and 
no child who is over fourteen and under sixteen years of age who 
does not have a certificate as required by the following four sec- 
tions certifying to the child’s ability to read at sight and to write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language shall be employed 
in any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment. No child 
under the age of fourteen years shall be employed at work per- 
formed for wages or other compensation to whomsoever payable, 
during the hours when the public schools of the city or town in 
which he resides are in session, or be employed at work before six 
o'clock in the morning or after seven o'clock in the evening.

AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE EMPLOYMENT AND 
SCHOOL ATTENDANCE OF MINORS. 3 


SECTION 1.—The ability to read at sight and to write legibly 
simple sentences in the English language, which is required by 
chapter two hundred and sixty-seven of the acts of the year nine- 
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teen hundred and five, amending section twenty-eight of chapter 
one hundred and six of the Revised Laws, as a condition of the 
employment of certain minors in factories or otherwise, shall be 
construed as meaning, in the year nineteen hundred and six, such 
ability to read and write as is required for admission to the second 
grade, and in the year nineteen hundred and seven'such as is re- 
quired for admission to the third grade, and in the year nineteen 
hundred and eight and thereafter such as is required for admission 
to the fourth grade of the public school of the city or town in 
which such minors live. [Acts of 1906, Chap. 284. ] 
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AN ACT RELATIVE TO HABITUAL TRUANTS, ABSEN-, 
TEES AND SCHIJOL OFFENDERS. 


SECTION 3.—[As amended by chapter 330, Acts of 1903, and 
by chapter 220, Acts of 1904.] A child between seven and four- © 
teen years of age who wilfully and habitually absents himself from 
school contrary to the provisions of section one of chapter forty- 
four shall be deemed to be an habitual truant,and,unless placed on 
probation as provided in section seven of this chapter, may, upon 
complaint of the truant officer and conviction thereof, if a boy, be 
committed to a county truant school, and if a girl, to the state in 
dustrial school for girls; but if the girl is under twelve years of 
age she shall be committed to the custody of the state board of 
charity, if they so request, for not more than two years. 

Srect. 4.—[As amended by chapter 330, Acts of 1903, and by 
chapter 220, Acts of 1904.] <A child between seven and sixteen 
years of age who may be found wandering about in the streets or 
public places of any city or town, having no lawful occupation, 
habitually not attending school, and growing up in idleness and 
ignorance shall be deemed to be an habitual absentee, and, unless 
placed on probation as provided in section seven, may, upon com- 
plaint of a truant officer or any other person and conviction there- 
on, be committed to a county truant school. 
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SEctT. 5.—[ As amended by chapter 830, Acts of 1903 and by 
chapter 220, Acts of 1904.] A child under fourteen years of age 
who persistently violates the reasonable regulations of the school 
which he attends, or otherwise persistently misbehaves therein so 
as to render himself a fit subject for exclusion therefrom, shall be 
deemed to be an habitual school offender, and, unless placed on 
probation as provided in section seven, may upon complaint by a 
truant officer and conviction thereof, be committed to a county 
truant school. 


SECT. 13.—Truant officers shall inquire into all cases arising 
under the provisions of sections one and six of chapter forty-four 
and sections three, four and five of this chapter, and may make 
complaints, and serve legal processes issued under the provisions 
of this chapter. They shall have the oversight of children placed 
on ‘probation under the provisions of section seven. A truant 
officer may apprehend and take to school, without a warrant, any 
truant or absentee found wandering about in the streets or public 
‘places thereof. [Revised Laws, Chapter 46. ] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE AUTHORITY OF SCHOOL 
COMMITTEES OVER ORGANIZATIONS 


OF SCHOOL PUPILS. 


SEcTION 1. The school committee may supervise and control 
all athletic organizations composed of pupils of the public schools 
and bearing the name of the school. 


SEcT. 2. It may directly or through an authorized represent- 
ative determine under what conditions such organizations may 
enter into competition with similar organizations in other schools. 


[Acts of 1906, Chapter 251.] 
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AN ACT RELATIVE TO EXPENDITURES FOR MEDICAL 


INSPECTION IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


SEcTION 1. Section seven.of chapter five hundred and two 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and six, limiting expendi- 
tures for medical inspection in the public schools, is hereby re- 
pealed. [Acts of 1908, Chapter 412. ] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE DISPLAY OF THE UNITED 


STATES FLAG ON SCHOOL HOUSES 


Is hereby amended by striking out the word “may” in the fifth 
line. SkEorrion 50. The school committee of every city and town 
shall provide for each school house in which public schools are 
maintained and which is not otherwise supplied, a United States — 
flag of silk or bunting not less than four feet in length, and suit- 
able apparatus whereby such flag shall be displayed on the school 
house building or grounds every school day when the weather per- 
mits and on the inside of the school house on other school days.
